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Council votes to purchase former high school

There were several 
important issues before 
the new town council for 
its first official meeting of 
the term, one of which 
was the purchase of the 
former high school prop¬ 
erty on Niagara Stone Rd. 

Council decided to go 
ahead with the $1.4 mil¬ 
lion purchase, although 
there has been no deci¬ 
sion about the use of the 
28-acre property, says 
Lord Mayor Pat Darte. 

The board has until Jan. 


15 to respond to the town’s 
offer, he said, but with 
price negotiations behind 
them, “we’re pretty sure it 
should fly.’’ 

At this point, he said, 
the municipality is the 
only one at the table dis¬ 
cussing the deal, “because 
we’re the only ones 
allowed to be at the 
table.” 

The price “is absolutely 
a good deal,” not just 
because of the market 
value of the property, “but 
because of the value of the 
property to the communi¬ 
ty," he said. 


During the election 
campaign, Darte spoke of 
a proposal he delivered to 
the Niagara Catholic 
District School Board, 
hoping to interest the 
board in a Niagara-on- 
the-Lake high school. 

That option is still on 
the table, says Darte - now 
that he has evidence coun¬ 
cil is serious about obtain¬ 
ing the property, he will 
meet with the Catholic 
board director of educa¬ 
tion, John Crocco, for 
more serious discussions. 

But there are several 
other possibilities, head- 


ded. The property has 
been discussed as a site of 
a health-care centre, and 
for a skating rink, among 
other alternatives. 

“We really haven’t had a 
chance for much of a dis¬ 
cussion about what we’ll 
do with the property,” he 

“We just knew we need¬ 
ed to get that property. 
There are still a multitude 
of options we can look at.” 

Part of the property is 
zoned institutional, and 
part of it is greenbelt, but 
that still leaves lots of pos¬ 
sibilities, he said. 


After Niagara District 
Secondary School closed 
in 2010, the building was 
used temporarily as a 
resource centre, but has 
been empty since it moved 
to West Park Secondary 
School in 2012. The prop¬ 
erty was declared surplus 
early this year and offered 
for sale. 

Also on the agenda at 
the only council meeting 
of the new term before the 
holidays were the future 
of the Regent St. residen¬ 
tial lots - the former bowl¬ 
ing green - and a request 
from the health care steer¬ 


ing committee to accept 
in principle a new health 
centre for doctors and 
other medical services. 

Both of those were also 
election issues, one of 
them easily solved - coun¬ 
cil unanimously voted to 
take the Regent. St. lots off 
the market and keep them 
in the public realm. 

The other issue, of a 
health care centre, is com¬ 
plex, said Darte, with lots 
of unanswered questions. 

There will be no deci¬ 
sion on that issue until 
council has more infor¬ 
mation, he said.

3 - and she hopes they will 
continue there next year.

Order has been created out of 
chaos, and the boxes that will 
bring welcome relief to needy 
families at Christmas are neatly 
lined up, ready to be delivered. 

The volunteers at Newark 
Neighbours have been busy 
assembling 31 boxes, filling 
them with fruit, vegetables and 
all the trimmings for a Christmas 
dinner, and will be dropping 
them off with a turkey or ham 
and a sack of potatoes to all 
those who have signed up for 

Accompanying the boxes are 
bags of toys that are age and 
gender-appropriate for the fam¬ 
ilies they will go to. 

Treats such as chocolates, 
pies for dessert, and small gifts 

gloves or toiletries, are also 
included. 

The number of boxes going 
out this year is less than last 
Christmas, when more than 40 
needy families asked for help, 
says volunteer Bonnie Turner. 

Some recent years have seen 
more than 50 people receiving 
their Christmas dinner from 
Newark, so although it would 
seem like good news, it still 
comes as a surprise to many, 
especially newcomers to town, 
that there are any families at all 
inneedinNiagara- 
on-the-Lake, - 


the case, says Turner. Those 
families have worked hard and 

financially generous with their 
support of Newark Neighbours. 

Those who need help today 
are seniors who can't stretch 

young couples with families 
who have fallen on hard times, 
or single moms - people who 
come once a month to regularly 
supplement whatever groceries 
they can afford to buy. 

While at one time Newark 
gave food to anybody who asked 
for help, said Turner, in recent 
years the food bank, which 
receives no government sup¬ 
port, has adopted the guidelines 
Project SHARE and Community 
Care follow, to ensure assistance 
goes to those who really need it 

Newark only helps NOTL resi¬ 
dents, says Turner, and if locals 
go to one of the city food banks, 
they’ll be directed to Newark 
and its John St. bam, where the 
food and household items are 
stored and the boxes packed. 

In addition to the food pantry, 
Newark has large freezers for 
meat and poultry that is donat¬ 
ed, and a thrift shop with clothes, 
toys, books and household 
items. Revenue from the thrift 
shop helps buy food items that 
aren't donated, such as the 
hams that go out at Christmas, 
says Turner

Factors that affect BAC: 

- Alcohol consumed quickly will result in a 
higher BAC than when consumed over a long 
period of time. 

- Gender: Women generally have less water 
and more body fat per pound of body weight 
than men. Alcohol does not go into tat cells as 
easily as other cells, so more alcohol remains 
in the blood of women. 

- Body weight: The more you weigh, the more 
water is present in your body. This water 
dilutes the alcohol and lowers the BAC.
